This does not deter in every 
case youngsters who want a card, 
jbut do not qualify. It's easy to 
pick up a pair of "parents" who'll 
go along. To complete the picture, 
the enterprising youth o b t a i n.s 
birth records of a person already 
18 or over. Then its off to the 
courthouse and successful applica- 
tion. 


What can a register of deeds 


or his deputy do with such a pre- 
sentation? Nothing. They accept 
the documents and "parental con- 
sent" in good faith. 


It may be, as in Outagamie, 


that the rules require the card to 
be mailed to the applicant's home 
address.

Kennedy Expected 
To Act on Question 
In Coming Week 


BY JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 


Kennedy is expected to make a 
decision soon after returning to 
Washington next week on propos- 
als to reverse Jong-standing U.S. 
policy and permit the sale of 
wheat to the Soviet Union at sub- 
sidized export prices. 


Word spread through adminis- 


tration circles Saturday that key 
government departments would 
recommend the policy-change at 
a White House meeting, probably 
Tuesday. 


If, as high officials seem to ex- 


pect, Kennedy approves the step 
it could lead to an early sale eif 
wheat to the U.S.S.R. and to trade 
in other agricultural products 
| with the Communist bloc to what- 
ever extent such products might 
be needed in various Red coun- 


ki ito. 


Varied Reports 


Published reports on how much 


grain the Soviet Union's inter- 
ested in buying have varied from 


i 100 million to 300 million bushels.

Negroes Seek More Jobs in Theater

The efforts of the Negro actor to secme breeder 


employment opportunities is but a part of the ever- 
all struggle by the Negro people for full and mean- 
ingful recognition r,n the American scene. 


Performers are new and have always been identi- 


fied with and involved in the fight for equal rights 
and justice for all people. Some of them have been 
blacklisted: some have even lost their lives as an in- 
direct result of such activity. It is therefore timely 
and interesting tc note what has been happening to 
the Negro artist in his own field. 


There were 51 jobs available to Negroes en the 


Broadway stage during the past season. 19f>2-'63. This 
figure represents approximately 2'^ per cent of the 
total number of actors employed during that period. 


The Actors Equity Committee on Ethnic Minorities 


is mainly interested in the number of roles in which 
minorities are cast that are not racially designated, 
either by tradition, reference or directed interpreta- 
tion. 


The committee feels that this figure is more mean- 


ingful as a barometer in the changing of casting pat- 
terns. In this respect some slight progress is shown 
in that 13 shows employed Negroes in such integrated 
parts; the highest number over the past eight years 
during which such records have been kept. 


The Coordinating Council for Negro Performers 


was organized jn New York in 1951 for the purpose 
ef enlarging job opportunities and changing existing 
casting patterns as they affect the Negro artist. The 
council discovered through a survey in 1953 that 
Negio actors constituted less than one-half of one per 
cent cf the total number of performers shown on the 
television screen during a one-week period. 


This was at a time when four network; were in 


operation and a well publicized all Negro show was a 
part of the weekly entertainment fare. 


While figures on employment of Negroes in motion 


pictures are not available at the moment, regular 
moviegoers can testify to the lack of participation on 
tht part of the Negro actor. 


Some few years ago it was estimated that cf the 


headliners in the variety and nightclub field Negroes 
ceaslilutet) between 22 ami 25 per cent «l the total 


number employed; but below the star level, scarcely 
any Negro talent was used. 


In the field of opera, there are live or six Negro 


artists doing leading roles, with a handful being em- 
ployed from time to time as extras or supernumer- 
aries. For a number of years industrial shows have 
been a good source of employment for performers but 
fewer than 10 Negroes have been used in such shows 
over the past 12 years. 


In the field of art and entertainment, where in 


most cases individual decisions determine artistic 
values and requirements, freedom of choice must be 
maintained. The problem here is to keep such selec- 
tion imaginative and bias-free, and still maintain such 
freedom.

A University Campus in the Valley 


Precedent Fred Harrington of the Unl- 


ventrjr of Wisconsin spoke as frankly at 
be could at Green Bay this past week about 
the pottibHities of the University establish- 
ing a four-year college in the Fox River 
Valley. 


He said the first responsibility of the 


University administration is to continue to 
develop the present campuses at Madison 
and Milwaukee to meet the needs of the 
state. But he predicted that the enrollment 
of the University, presently at 37,000 will 
double in the next 20 years and said that 
the administration is now actively studying

four-year campuses. 


In the event the decision is to proceed 


in that direction, population statistics and 
trends indicate that the southeastern sec- 
tion of the state is the fastest growing and 
would probably get first priority, even 
though it is fairly close to the Milwaukee 
campus. Second fastest growing area is 
right around Madison, which emphasizes 
the importance of keeping that campus up 
to date. And the third is the Fox River 
Valley. 


President Harrington was careful to 


point out that the decision will not be made 


by the University administration alone*, 
The Univenity Board of Regents will hav« 
a say in the matter and so will the Coordin- 
ating Committee on Higher Education. And 
of course in the final analysis any such 
plans will be subject to approval of the 
state legislature which must provide the 
money. 


At this point a four-year campus to our 


area must be judged to be some time away. 
It is encouraging to know, however, that 
the University is hard at work evaluating 
the problem. President Harrington said 
by implication that the decision 
as to 


whether the Fox River Valley gets such a 
center will rest more on the facts of tha 
matter than any pressure which might be 
applied from this area. 


In fact such pressure right now would 


be premature. The University it right in 
the middle of an aggressive fight by both 
Racine and Kenosha over location of such 
an institution in that area and President 
Harrington obviously is not happy to be 
put in the middle. 


A logical location in the Fox River Val- 


ley would lie somewhere between the Fox 
Cities and Green Bay. Cooperation between 
these two communities in place of rivalry 
could speed the location of a campus here. 


De-Icing the Great Lakes 


A study of the feasibility of attempting 


to make the Great Lakes and the St 
Lawrence Seaway navigable throughout 
the year by some means of keeping ship 
channels open in the ice is now being 
considered by a House Public Works sub- 
committee. The Senate approved a similar 
study proposal back in June, The cost of 
the study is estimated at $50,000 and it 
would take about two years to complete.

fied 
that

limited to de-icing individual harbors, 
anchorages and canal sections indicate that 
a study would be worthwhile. 


The Poultry Tariff Issue 


The European Common Market has 


offered the United States a slight appease- 
ment in the raging battle over its poultry 
tariff, but unfortunately it has added some 
conditions which make it questionable 
whether the issue can be quickly resolved. 


The Common Market is willing to reduce 


the duty on poultry imports by 10 per cent 
But it must be recalled the same duty was 
raised 180 per cent a year ago. The offer 
was also accompanied by a demand that 
the United States abandon any further 
negotiations on the issue. 


The dispute over the poultry tariff is 


not a critical matter in itself. The drastic 
increase in the duty has cut U. S. poultry 
exports to the Common Market dowrt to a 
mere dribble, but they are a very small 
fraction of our total business with the 
community. 


What makes the matter of such grave 


Importance is that the United States is 
about to enter into general tariff negotia- 
tions with the Common Market on all items 
of trade between the two. And the poultry 


The Right to Travel 


A passport regulation that requires a 


disclaimer from the applicant that he is 
not in effect a member of the Communist 
Party is being challenged in court. The 
decision seems to hinge upon just how 
inherent is the right of an American to 
travel. 


A 1958 United States Supreme Court 


decision did call the right to travel an 
inherent right. But Milton Mayer argues 
that the decision did not go far enough. At 
least the disclaimer is still in the State 
Department passport regulations. 


Mayer, an American writer who spends 


considerable time in Europe as a repre- 
sentative of the Friends Service Committee, 
says the regulation is a constitutional vio- 
lation of freedom of press, religion and 
association. It is, he says, "the kind of test 
oath that historically has been the instru- 
ment of tyranny for reduction of free men 
to servility." 


Mayer concedes he is not and never has 


been a Communist Party member. But the 
State Department regulation also makes it 
a felony for a Communist to apply for a 
passport and prohibits the issuing of a 
passport to anyone the department has 
reason to believe is a Communist. There- 
fore, Mayer argues, the Department should 
charge him with a felony since he refused 
to sign the disclaimer. The State Depart-

And the consequences upon trade 
between the United States and Europe 
could be severe.

The court decision would also seem 


to have to go into the Internal Security 
Act of 1950 which requires registration of 
the Communist Party and which has been 
upheld by the Supreme Court. There are 
disclaimers on all sorts of applications for 
situations that have been felt to be hazard- 
ous. Applicants for drivers' licenses usually 
have to report whether they have been 
convicted of a crime or whether they have 
a physical handicap. Applicants for insur- 
ance often have to disclaim accidents in 
recent months. 


The disclaimer regulation for a pass- 


port, however, would not seem to be very 
effective. It would be interesting to know 
just how many Communists have been 
convicted of perjury for signing the dis- 
claimer or how many have been scared 
away from applying. We suspect that it will 
catch few Reds. 


If Mayer feels that it is humiliating to 


have to sign such a disclaimer he must 
realize that the 
Communist Party is 


involved in a world-wide conspiracy and 
cannot be considered like just any other 
club. Mayer's defense of individual inde- 
prnd?nce. however, is the really important 
thing in this case and is basically related 
to our concept of government. How far can 
we go in adopting restrictions on freedom 
in the name of security?

A.VY CLEAR SOLUTION? 


Not that such reflections do 


anything to help solve the mis- 
erably complicated problem of 


today. It is possible, indeed, 
that the first decision Washing- 
ton must reach is whether any 
clear solution at all can be 
achieved, no matter what we do. 
There is a certain parallel with 
Cuba in this. We do not know 
what to do about Viet Nam save 
to encourage fighting; we do not 
know what to do about Cuba 
save to discourage fighting. 
There is an irony about this, 
since Cuba, where we remain 
paralyzed, is within our own 
area of absolute power, while 
Viet Nam, where we fight, is 
on the other side of the world in 
an area where the biggest appli- 
cation of American power could 
not guarantee a victory. 


The truth is that great num- 


bers of the Vietnamese people 
are unutterably weary with the 
war, and we will understand this 
more easily if we will remember 
what most of us have forgotten, 
that war in one form or another 
has been convulsing that coun- 
try for nearly 20 years.

The balance is not likely to

What Communist China is after 
is not necessarily physical pos- 
session of the immense region, 
hut the elimination, for all time, 
of Western influence in the re- 
ginn.

Mftor't NcNbeak

Any trained newgptpermao has acquired the powers of 


concentration which enable him to write in an atmosphere 
of confurion and distraction. The editorial room of a news- 


paper is quite a business-like shop today 
compared with a number of years ago when 
the atmosphere sometimes did approach the 
version the movies liked to display. Yet 
there is a constant chattering of the tele- 
type machines, telephones ringing, visitors 
talking, editors pontificating, typewriters 
pounding. These a newspaperman at work 
does not hear. 


But 1 confess to having had my concen- 


tration completely shattered recently while trying to get 
out several editorials. Maybe it was the fact I was trying to 
work at home on a Saturday morning where the noises 
were of a different character than found in our native of- 
fice habitat 


These were the occurrences which bothered me: 
The wife was operating the vacuum cleaner. Older 


daughter was playing the record player with the volume 
necessary for teen-agers. Youngest son came bursting in 
the door—he bursts down stairs, through doors and into 
sofas—with a robin with a broken wing which needed re- 
pairing. And youngest daughter's slumber party involving 
seven other teen-age girls had gone on into the morning 
with a pillow fight in the family room. A pillow struck the 
tropical fish aquarium, dumping 10 gallons of water com- 
plete with fish down over the TV set, onto the floor and 
into the basement. Wife's comments did not lessen the 
confusion. 


I fled to the car and back,to the office where teletypes, 


typewriters and telephones provided a much more peac- 
f ul atmosphere.

Much is being written and discussed these days about 


how a person learns to write, as for a newspaper. I thought 
one of the best comments on this subject was in a column 
on this page by Sidney Harris several weeks ago in which 
he made the remark that "you do not write writing; you 
have to have something to write about." In other words if 
a person has sufficient brainpower to have something to 
say, writing is merely the mechanical technique by which 
he transmits this to the public. 


When Joseph Pulitzer was searching for an editor for 


the New York World some 60 years ago, he told an associ- 
ate to seek answers to the following questions about a can- 
didate for the job: "What has he read in American history 
. . . what works on the Constitution and Constitutional 
law? Has he read Buckle's History of Civilization? What 
about the state of his health? How tall is he? Is his voice 
harsh or agreeable? Take him to dinner and note his table 
manners. Is his disposition cheerful? Sound out his ambi- 
tions; whether satisfied or looking to a larger field. De- 
scribe minutely his appearance, color of eyes, shape of 
forehead, mannerisms, how he dresses. Search his brain 
for everything there is in it." 


Ralph McGill, brilliant editor of the Atlanta Constitu- 


tion, once remarked that when he interviewed a prospec- 
tive journalist he wanted to be certain first of all the 
candidate was a reader. "You can't really hope to be much 
of a writer, it seems to me, unless* you like to read." And 
then he added, "It takes a person who is fundamentally 
curious to do a lot of reading, and curiosity is, to me, one 
of the most important traits a journalist can have. If you 
aren't curious I don't see how you can hope to write at 
an." 


The newspaper profession is making an intensified ef- 


fort currently to interest more high school students in 
considering journalism as a career, and in interesting col- 
lege students to prepare for such a career. 


Producing good writers in high schools and colleges of 


course is vital to our business. But there may be beneficial 
side effects in many walks of life. I have always thought 
that lawyers and lawmakers could benefit considerably by 
better training in writing. So can businessmen and trades- 
men in their daily communications. So even can house- 
wives and stenographers. And editors.

Although 29 varieties of snakes have been listed 


as occurring in Wisconsin, the number today is prob- 
ably closer to 20. Some species have been collected 
only once within the state, and others are preserved 
museum specimens reportedly collected in Wisconsin, 
but which have not been seen here for many years. 


Probably the most familiar to most people is the 


common garter snake. This black and yellow-green 
Btriped snake is statewide in distribution, and is found 
mostly in marshes and meadows. It feeds on frogs, 
toads and earthworms. It averages two feet in length, 
but may grow to three feet or even a little longer. 


Besides the common garter snake, two others of 


this family have been found in the state. They are 
the plains garter snake, occurring more rarely in 
most parts of the state, and Butler's garter snake, 
found mostly in the southeastern one-third of the 
etate. 


Largest Snake 


The largest of Wisconsin's snakes is the bull 


snake, known to most people as "pine snake." "Pine 
snake" is the correct name for the eastern member 
of this family, while the western form is the gopher 
fcnake. 


All members of this family are constrictors. They 


catch their prey, which may be a rabbit, gopher or 
ground squirrel, by coiling themselves around it and 
squeezing it to death. They live in forests, and occa- 
sionally on farmlands. Four or five feet is the aver- 
age length of these snakes, but some may be seven 
or eight feet long. 


Although when cornered, this large snake will 


hiss and lunge, it is said to be very gentle, and one 
of the easiest to tame. Because of its rodent control, 
}\ is one of our beneficial snakes and should not be 
killed. 


The fox snake is sometimes mistaken for the bull 


snake, but the two are not at all related. Both are 
mottled on the back and sides, but the fox snake is 
brighter in color with a definite "fox red" head. In 
size it is a little smaller than the bull snake. 


Because of its reddish head, the fox snake is 


sometimes called "copperhead." It is not poisonous, 
however, like the copperhead, but it may bite when 
cornered Like the bull snake, it is a constrictor. Its 
feed is mainly rodents, and it lives in both meadows 
and woodlands in all parts of the state. 


Tuff Adder' 


Another fairly large snake found in most parts 


of the state is the hog-nosed snake. Its nicknames are 
"blow snake." "puff adder," and "spreading adder," 
because of its ability to inflate its head and fore 
parts. It makes a great show too of hissing and strik- 
ing, but never quite hits its prey. When everything 
else fails to frighten its enemies, it rolls over and 
plays dead. It has a hard, turned-up nose, which aids 
it in burrowing for toads, its favorite food. 


Several water snakes are found in the state, none 


cf them poisonous The brown \vater snake is the 
most common one. and probably the only one found 
in this part of the state. These are thick-bodied snakes 
about two or three feet long, which catch much of 
their food HI water, but spend some of iheir time on 
land. 


Among the smaller snakes found in this part of 


the state are two common varieties, the smcx>th green, 
and the red-bellied snakes. The smooth green, also 
called grass snake, averages about 15 inches in length, 
and the red-bellied, about 10. 


There are no poisonous snakes in this part of 


Wisconsin.

The storv begins with Sherwood on leave of ab- 


sence from an eastern college, to finish a manuscript 
on the poet Keats and to start work on a beck about 
Kemp Because of his own sense of the wcild's evil, 
Sherwood finds a particular fascination in Kemp's 
daik viewpoint 


In Aiizona a hitchhiking young punk nearly kills 


Sherwood, and while the latter is in a hospital he 
learns that a newly discovered war diary cf Kemp's 
bad turned up in the Tucson area 


From there on. Sherwood is hot on the trail cf 


Kemp's private life, with time out now and theri for * 
bit cf philosophy with an old painter and a develop- 
ing romance with a young woman who proves to be 
—but that would be giving away the plot. 


Baker is an excellent writer. You can read bis 


story as a straight adventure story of a literary detec- 
tive, cr read it as a study in a resolution cf two men's 
feelings of guilt Either way or both ways, it has 
plenty to tell vou.

Coffee has a fabulous thousand-year-old history that could fill several books. 


Arabian in origin, its story is fringed with secrecy, theft, international spying 
and Intrigue. The discovery by merchants and travelers of the Arabian brew 
"qahwah" and Its Turkish counterpart "kaveh" led to a social custom that 
spread like wildfire throughout 17th Century Europe. 


This was the establishment of coffee houses in all the great cities. None of 


these was more colorful than those in London. English coffee houses, with such 
picturesque names as the Sign of the Turk's Head, the Golden Lion and the 
Cheshire Cheese, formed the very hub of city life. It was here that English 
gentlemen met to hear the news of the Court, to play chess, exchange views and 
gossip, take snuff and coffee. The coffee brew was served black and unsweet- 
ened for patrons to mix as they pleased with milk, sweet or sour cream, 
mustard, cinnamon, cloves, spearmint or molasses. The coffee house atmosphere 
was elegant as befitted the peruked and lace-adorned gentlemen. There were 
wainscotted walls, English bone china, lustrous pewter and hand-rubbed silver. 
Above all were the aromatic overtones of newly roasted coffee beans. 


Colonial America 


Colonial America had two famous coffee houses, the Green Dragon in Boston 


and the Merchants' Coffee House on the southern tip of Manhattan. Daniel Web- 
ster considered the Green Dragon the headquarters of the American Revolution. 
Here, virtually surrounded by British officers, John Adams, James Otis, Paul 
Revere and others would sit by the hour, conspiring over coffee in a shadowed 
corner of the walnut-stained room. The Merchants' was the center of New York's 
commercial and social life. Over steaming cups of coffee, colonists exchanged 
maritime reports and often received their mail. 


Called the "Cradle of Liberty" by many historians, the old Merchants' walls 


heard the early rumblings of Colonial discontent and were draped in mourning 
with the enactment of the Stamp Act of 1765 Its long rooms were the gathering 
places for the Sons of Liberty and many a citizen meeting that eventually result- 
ed in the formation of the first Continental Congress. 


But the golden era of the coffee house was a Johnny come lately in the his- 


tory of the coffee trade itself. Street vendors usually preceded the coffee house 
wherever the brew was introduced Peddlers were selling tiny cups of coffee in 
the streets of Damascus and Cairo nearly a thousand years ago. The Arabs culti- 
vated the first plants and concocted the first urew. Coffee was quickly promoted 
by enterprising and ambitious Turks in both drinking and bean form But tha 
Arabs kept a watchful eye on their coffee production Willing to export large 
quantities of beans, they jealously guarded their groves For centuries no fertile 
seed nor seedling was permitted to pass Arabian border . . . no stranger was 
allowed to visit their groves. 


Losing Battle 


They were fighting a losing battle. European travelers in the Levant had 


tasted Turkish coffee in the late 1500s and were intrigued by the dark, bitter 
beverage. In about 1615, Venetian traders to Constantinople began to carry 
the coffee bean back to Europe along with their rich Oriental cargoes of spices, 
silks and perfumes. Coffee soon captured the tastes of Europeans everywhere 
and Eastern seaports became crowded with merchant ships from many nations. 


The protected coffee plant was destined to travel to new lands Botanists were 


sent to Arabia to spy on the activities of the coffee growers, seeds were spirited 
out by pilgrims from India and, in 1690, the enterprising Dutch succeeded in 
getting plants out of Arabia. The plants were brought to the Dutch botanical 
gardens for cultivation and, a few years later, seedlings were shipped to Java 
for cultivation. Unlike the reluctant Arabs, the Dutch sent coffee plants to bo- 
tanical gardens all over Europe. 


From there on it was only n matter of time before the coffee plant moved to 


French Martinique, the West Indies and eventually to the mainland of South 
America, 


There's an interesting tale about how the plant got to Martinique. A young 


French officer stationed there, Gabriel Mathieu de Clieu, heard about Java's 
phenomenal coffee crop and the stories by European physicians on the cures 
claimed for coffee. He saw no reason why Martinique could not grow coffee for 
France. But the Royal botanist at the Jardin des Plantes in Paris, guarding hi* 
own fame, refused to part with any of his precious plants The Royal physician 
proved more helpful to DeClieu's cause and, one night, a band of hooded men 
headed by DeCheu successfully stole a coffee plant from the Paris garden. 


Coffee also came to Vienna in a most daring way that involved espionage. In 


1683, Vienna was under siege by the Turks and was in grave danger. When all 
seemed lost, a Pole who spoke Turkish volunteered to slip behind enemy lines 
for information. Thus Franz George Kolschitzky helped turn the tide of battle 
with his spying. The Turks fled the city in haste, leaving behind a large supply 
of green coffee beans. The hero asked for the beans and grateful Viennese read- 
ily granted him his wish. Kolschitzky quickly turned the beans into a handy prof- 
it by making coffee of the beans and selling the beverage from door to door. 
Like most of successful coffee vendors, he soon opened a coffee house, Vienna's 
first, which he called the Blue Bottle.

Some Like It Black.,, 


Some Like It Sweet... 


The deep red coffee berry looks the same the world over but. depending on 


where it's brewed, almost anything can happen before it reaches the cup. 


Egyptians, Turks, Greeks and Brazilians like their coffee strong and sweet 


Some Americans take to a brew that's "hot, black and strong enough to walk," 
but most prefer the beverage with cream and sugar. The use of cream and 
sugar is a western contribution to the ancient drink. 


Originally coffee was eaten, not drunk, according to historians. Wandering 


Ethiopian tribesmen ate wild coffee berries mixed with fat This practice is 
found today in many African villages. Ugandans make a savory drink from 
coffee and bananas. 


Coffee still is the popular beverage in modern Turkey. The beans are freshly 


roasted and pulverized for each cup, then heated to a froth three times in a 
long-handled, open brass pot called an Ibrik. Each guest get-j his share of the 
creamy foam. In Arabic, this is called "the face of the coffee" and if the coffee 
is served without it, the host "loses face." 


Italians today relish caffe espresso, a dark, rich liquid concocted in a gleam- 


ing, steaming, spouting monster of a machine Another coffee making device in 
Italy is the macchinetta that drip brews the beverage. 


The Viennese, who drink lots of coffee, are finicky about how it's served. 


The precise proportions in which coffee and milk are mixed is a personal pre- 
ference and the variations range from Emspaenner (black) to schale licht (very 
light). But the ever present schlagobor (whipped cream) usually tops all shades. 


The French cafe au lait is served in ceremony. Equal parts of rich milk or 


cream and coffee are heated separately, then poured simultaneously . . . and 
adroitly . . . from two pitchers into the cups. The Norman French follow an old 
custom of mixing a half-cup of coffee with potent apple brandy and sugar . . .

OSHKOSH — The largest and most important exhibition of antique English 


silver ever displayed in Wisconsin is the current attraction at the Paine Ail 
Center. The collection, on loan from the Folger Coffee Co. of Kansas City, will 
remain on display through Oct. 31. 


There are more than 200 coffee pots, urns, trays, sugar and creamers and 


related English sideboard silver in the exhibition. They are generally referred 
to as having been made during the "Georgian Period'' (1714-1830), although 
there are a few earlier objects made in the reign of Queen Anne (1702-1714). 


Some of the major artists and designers of the 1700s in Great Britain -were 


Robert Adam, Thomas Chippendale, Thomas Gainsborough, Joshua Reynolds, 
Josiah Wedgewood and Sir Christopher Wren. 


Fine Silver 


England produced more fine silver for personal use than any other country, 


and the craft had its greatest flowering during the 18th Century. As the visitor 
t» the Paine Center exhibition can see, not only are the designs handsome, but 
the high standard of craftsmanship is obvious. 


The history of almost every piece in the show is known because each were 


struck with letters and symbols recording when, where and by whom they were 
made. Also the quality of silver metal is assured by a governmental hallmark. 


The Folger collection concentrates on the coffee pot and complementing 


sideboard silver. By seeing the arrangement at the Paine one can grasp the 
variety of changing styles from the simplicity of the Queen Anne Period, the 
severity of the George 1 Period, the variety of graceful designs dining the 
George II Period, the extravagant rococco of the George III Period and the 
classical appearance of the George IV Period. 


Flowering of Art 


The Industrial Revolution during the 19th Century changed the appearance 


of objects made from silver and altered the high craftsmanship and artistic 
achievements of the Georgian Period. 


During the 18th Century, for the first and only time in British history, »n 


interest in and knowledge of the arts became fashionable—or popular. This was 
an age of commercial expansion for England. Prosperity was reflected in peace, 
social stability and. at least for the upper classes, a high standard of living. 


Towns of the period were small by modern standards. Conditions favored 


the large country estate and the wealthy English peers of the lime wsnled the, 
best for their great houses. This meant good books, music, architecture, pictures 
and handsome decorative arts—such as silver plate.

*hate which inhabits the Arctic 
Ocean. 


Harbor Parasites 


The whales they seek are a 18- 


foot variety favored by the local 
Eskimos for food — but which 
are known to harbor the deadly 
paiasite, tnchmella 


This parasitic worm causes 


trichinosis, a painful and some- 
time* fatal disease, well-known 
in many parts of the world In 
the United States, trichinosis U 
earned by p i g s and can be 
passed to humani via under- 
cooked pork 


Eskimo*, who prefer thtir 


whale meat raw, frequently fall 
victim to the disease More than 
30 per cent of the Eskimo popu- 
lation becomes infected at one 
time or another

sease In order to do thrs he and 
his colleagues launch their an- 
nual whaling expedition

Sheinwold on Bridge 
Raise Overcall 
With Light Hand

One way to deal with the big bad bogeyman is to 


ctkk your head under the blankets and hope hell go 
away. This is just how roost people play bridge in 
certain familiar bidding situations. 


For example, suppose your left - hand opponent 


deals and bids one diamond. Your partner bids one 
heart, and the next player passes. You have a pretty 
poor hand: S 4 3 H K 8 7 D 9 6 3 2 C A 6 5 4 . 


Most bridge players pass with this kind of hand. 


"My partner would double if he had a really good 
hand," they say. "We can't make a game, so there's 
no advantage in bidding any higher than we have to." 


Besides, it's really nice and warm under those 


blankets. 


Doesn't Work 


This timid style of bidding doesn't work well in 


practice. The opening bidder always takes further ac- 
tion. He doubles for takeout or bids one spade. (After 
all, which side do you think has all those missing 
spades?) 


"When it gets back to you, you find yourself com- 


pelled to raise the hearts anyway. You have gained 
nothing by passing. You have merely given the op- 
ponents a cheap chance to find their fit in spades. 


"Don't give me that stuff," you protest. "My part- 


ner can often buy the hand for one heart if I just sit 
buck and pass." 


It has been known to happen. That's the time 


ycur partner has a very solid overcall and is 


comfortable at three or even four hearts. You could 
have raised to two hearts without getting too high. 


Light Raise 


What happens If you raise with your light hand? 


After all, your partner may have only a light overcall. 


Nothing serious can happen to you at two hearts. 


Your partner will not go on, and be will have some 
sort of play for seven or eight tricks if everybody 
passes. 


You should not be dismayed if he goes down one 


or two tricks at two hearts. If his hand is so poor, the 
opponents could have made a part score—and they 
would have bid it if you had passed one heart. 


The real profit conies when your partner has just 


about enough to make two hearts. You can probably 
steal the hand by bidding two hearts. If you pass, the

In the back of my mind, some 
cautious instinct muttered "Ruff with a middling 
heart. Something terrible might happen." 


In the front of my mind, my normal optimism re- 


plied "Go jump in the lake. Terrible things happen 
only in story books." 


So I ruffed with dummy's deuce of hearts. 


Reproachful Look 


East gave me a reproachful look. "How could you 


be so careless?" he asked, as he over-ruffed with the 
four cf hearts. 


"11 was easy," I assured him. And I avoided look- 


ing at my partner. {I may be careless, but Fin no 
dope.) 


Defeated Contract 


The over-ruff defeated the contract I had to lose 


the act of trumps and a spade trick. 


If I had ruffed with the five of hearts, East could 


have over-ruffed, but only with the ace of trumps. I 
would have lost only one trump and one spade.
